Politics 
in this State has always been notoriously a 
game of barter and sale, frequerttly with 
rash considerations involved, \vhereby poli- 
ticians have secured personal advantage 
and political parties temporary power to the 
benefit of corporation interests and to the 
utter neglect of the people's \velfare. 
In 


this respect, true enough, Colorado has not 
been alone, for the conditions here have 
simply mirrored. those throughout the coun- 
try, but in no State have revelations been 
made of political cprruption more disgrace- 
ful than that which has existed here and is 
a matter of. common knowledge not only 
locally but nationally. 


Considering what it would mean if 


Colorado should now send to the, United 
States Senate a man of the Speer type as i 
colleague of that other illustrious gentle. 
man,, Mr. Guggenheim, the present situatior 
can t»e regarded as nothing short of a crisis 
The special interests know that it is a crisis, 
and there are no lengths to which the) 
might not be expected to go to elect Speer 
They can not do this without Republican 
support. 
That is plain. 
They must win 


this fight or the backbone of their domi- 
nance in the politics of the State is broken. 
That they fully understand. And their sole 
hope lies in the fact that heretofore they 
have been able -to play battledore and shut- 
tlecock with the Democratic and Republican 
parties 'because there were enough men in 
both who were in ihe political game simply 
for what they could get out of it.

As a subtle 
and acootnpUahed dialectician he had 
no rlral. 
Accompanied with this he

girl, with the romantic disposition of 
Helcise, who was only seventeen 
when she was placed in his charge 
as his pupil, should 
become more 


than usually Interested In her pre- 
ceptor. Helolae fell in lore with him, 
not alone on account of tbls enticing 
voice, but Abelard wrote enchanting 
verse, fair words and agreeable airs.

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Our Political Postoffice 


John Wanamaker was Postmaster General, 


Senator Boies Penrose is chairman of the great 
poetoffice committee of the United States Senate, 
Thomas H. Carter, Senator from Montana, has served 
many years on that committee. No three men in 
the United: States are better versed in postoffice 
affairs and needs than these. 


On February 9,1911, the senate postoffice com- 


mittee, under the leadership of Senators Penrose 
and Carter, reported favorably to the senate for ac- 
tion the postoffice appropriation bill containing a 
.provision, put in without allowing public hearing 
or even consideration, but under political pressure 
from the White House, that increases the postage 
rate on marines and periodicals- to such an ex- 
tent that it practically absorbs all the profits of the 
publishing business of the country and makes the 
further production of popular priced magazines im- 
possible. It imposes a tax that is confiscatory. 


Notwithstanding within the year Senator Boies 


Penrose said, referring to the Carter-Weeks bill: 


"These are some of the big features of 


the bill. The whole intent is to systeffla-' 
tize and to modernize the entire postal sys- 
tem. 
It is idle to take up such questions 


as apportioning the cost for ourrying sec- 
ond class mail matter or the proper com- 
pensation of railroads for transporting 
the mails until we shall have established 
business methods in postoffice affairs by a 
reorganization of the whole postal system,." 


"The commission unanimously recom- 


mended the passage of the projected bill. 
Personally I have been very much inter- 
ested in afl the details and, of course, am 
heartily in ' favor of the changes to bo 
made," - 
Senator Carter said last March: 


"But I must forego further pursuit of 


details. The bill was cordially approved, 
by Postmaster General Meyer and his as 
sistauts, and likewise has the Approval of 
Postmaster General Hitchcock. It failed of 
passage during the last congress owing to 
lack of time for its proper consideration, 
but I have reintroduced the bill, which is 
designated Senate Bill 6287, second session. 
Sixty-first congress. 
The committee on 


Postoffices and postroads will favorably re- 
port the bill to the senate and it should he 
enacted into law before the close of the 
; session. I ;believ^ that not only it will in- 
.crVjasc the efficiency but that after the ex-"^ 
pense, of installation is absorbed it .will re- 
sult in such economies in the adMmistra: 
tion of the depaiUnent and service as will 
ere long wipe out the deficiency. In oper- 
; ating under it the depaiUoent will be able, 
with almost unerring certainty, 'to''deter- 
mine the actual cost of each service per- 
formed, thereby reaching a sound basis for 
legislation such as is neither available nor 
obtainable under the present system.'4 


"I deeply sympathize with the earnest V 


desire of the department officials to get rid •' 
of the deficiency they are fated to encounter 
- 


each year, but I submit the first real move- 
ment toward that end must begin with the 
substitution of a modern, up-to-date busi- 
ness organization for the existing, anti- 
quated system, which rests, upon a few sec- 
tions of law enacted in 1835, supplemented 
by statutory fragments added from time to 
time since that year." 
John Wanamaker said recently;

"With Mr. Hitclicocks'vsnggestion. how- 


ever, there will,be no general agreement.

tional articles. The price paid for a magazine does 
not pay tor the printing and the paper. If Mr. 
Hitchcock's suggestion should become part of the 
jAusident's plan it would mean that the public would 
suffer in the joes of much educational material that 
the publishers would be unable to buy.
